In  the  life  of  a college,  one  class  of  students  has  just  a short  time  to  make  its  mark.  The  Class  of  2004  has 
made  the  most  of  that  time,  distinguishing  itself  as  leaders  in  the  true  sense  and  fulfilling  the  college’s 
mission  to  lead  and  serve  in  a world  that  has  changed  dramatically  in  four  years. 

“Somehow,  the  right  people  came  together  [at]  the  right  time  and  in  the  right  places  to  make  certain  that 
Loyola  moved  closer  to  what  it  should  be,”  said  SGA  President  Frank  Golom.  “I’m  proud  of  everyone  that 
took  part  in  the  transformation.” 

Within  months  after  the  graduating  class  first  arrived  at  Loyola  in  the  fall  of  2000,  the  nation  was  divided 
by  a polarizing  and  controversial  presidential  election.  The  next  year,  just  weeks  into  the  new  academic  year, 
the  nation  was  changed  forever  by  the  attacks  of  Sept.  1 1 . The  ensuing  war  on  terrorism  and  eventually  Iraq 
dominated  the  headlines  and  changed  the  way  students  looked  at  the  world. 

“1  think  because  it  was  earlier  in  [the  class’s]  tenure  that’s  pretty  shaping,  which  I think  contributed  to  the 
student  interest  in  more  timely  topics,”  said  Susan  Donovan,  dean  of  students  and  vice  president  of  Student 
Development.  “1  think  it’s  been  a unique  time  to  be  in  college.  What  has  been  interesting  has  been  how  it’s 
moved  into  student  interest.” 

Donovan  said  the  class  will  be  remembered  for  its  advocacy,  both  in  the  growth  of  ser\'ice  programs  and 
for  diversity  and  cultural  sensitivity  initiatives. 

“1  think  the  student  leadership  in  pushing  for  the  diversity  requirement  was  huge,”  Donovan  said.  “1  think 
that  the  widespread  support  for  the  diversity  proposal,  even  the  one  before  this  one,  is  a great  legacy  to 
having  better  change  that  students  will  benefit  from.  ...  Those  discussions  when  students  went  out  there

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Senior  ad  club  takes  second,  hopeful  for  nationals

In  the  highest  ranking  ever  given  to  a 
Maryland  college,  a team  of  Loyola  seniors 
received  first  runner-up  for  their  entry  in 
the  District  II  National  Student  Advertising 
Competition  (NSAC)  held  in  New  York  on 
April  25. 

Loyola’s  team  ranked  second  out  of  22 
regional  schools  and  second  only  to  St. 
John’s  University  by  1 .4  points.  The  project 
could  still  have  a chance  to  compete  in  the 
June  national  competition  of  the  American 
Ad  Fderation  (AAF)  if  selected  in  the  wild 
card  round. 

“We  all  basically  have  our  fingers  and 
our  toes  crossed  for  next  week,”  said  team 
leader  Maureen  Higgins,  adding  that  Loyola 
has  a two-in-seven  chance  of  making  it  to 
the  finals. 

Their  project,  a 32-page  plan  which  made 
consumers  “Take  a Closer  Look”  at  Florida, 
was  completed  over  a period  of  six  months 
and  included  both  print  and  TV  ads. 

“The  fact  that  we  went  so  far  in  the 
competition  and  we  still  have  a chance  for 
nationals,  I think  it  really  puts  Loyola’s 
advertising  department  on  the  map,”  said 
Emily  Sadlock,  one  of  the  eight  students 
who  worked  on  the  ad  plan. 

Sadlock  worked  on  the  media  planning, 
copyright  protection  and  video  filming  and 
editing  for  the  assignment. 

Using  primary  research  methods  of 
contacting  and  surveying  a random 
sampling  of  people,  the  group  aimed  to 
change  the  primary  associations  of  the  state 
from  family-oriented  Disney  Land  to  a place 
where  a thriving  cultural  and  recreational 


mecca. 

Why  are  people  in  the  United 
States  going  to  Florida?  Why  not? 

Unfortunately  for  the  partici- 
pants, no  one  got  to  travel  to 
Florida  to  do  direct  research  for 
the  project,  Sadlock  said. 

Shopping,  nightlife,  out- 
door, culture,  dining  and 
romance  were  the  themes 
behind  all  the  ads,  with  one, 
two,  three  or  even  all  of  the 
ideas  tying  into  Loyola’s 
final  pieces. 

For  the  television  com- 
mercials, the  team  worked 
with  some  pre-existing 
footage  and  some 
scenes  that  they  shot 
themselves  using  dig- 
ital video  cameras.  All 
of  the  scenes  were 
edited  by  the  team. 

The  competition  allowed  Loyola  to 
develop  a $7  million,  domestic  tourism- 
centered  campaign  focusing  on  these 
aspects  of  Florida. 

With  about  210  schools  and  over  6,8000 
students  working  this  year  on  Florida’s 
tourism,  only  1 6 will  present  their  projects 
to  advertising  industry  executives,  and  the 
AAF  touts  the  program  as  providing  “real- 
world”  experience  to  college  students  who 
plan  to  enter  the  advertising  job  market. 

“It  was  a great  experience  because  it  really 
lets  you  get  a sense  of  things  that  go  on  in 
an  ad  agency,  and  you  can  apply  that 
experience  to  whatever  job  you  have  in  the 
future,”  said  Sadlock,  adding  that  the 
competition  is  well  known  among  top

employers  in  the 
New'  York  region. 

Higgins  said  that  as  a result  of  her 
participation  and  the  team’s  success  in  the 
competition  she  has  anded  three  interviews 
for  post-graduation  employment. 

“A  lot  of  how  well  we  did  w-as  because  of 
the  dedication  of  the  people  we  had  working 
on  it  this  year,”  she  said. 

Higgins  hopes  that  future  Loyola  teams 
compete  at  the  same  level  that  her  team  did 
this  year,  showcasing  the  potential  of  small 
colleges  and  using  it  as  a resume-building 
tool  and  real-world  experience. 

Last  year,  the  colleges  focused  on 
developing  an  advertising  strategy  for 


allows  these 

companies  to  be  selected  as  the  focus  of 
the  NSAC  competitions?  Every  year,  the 
chosen  corporate  sponsor  pays  $50,000  to 
the  AAF  as  compensation  for  their  “guinea 
pig”  status  in  the  project. 

“Most  of  our  past  case  studies  have 
involved  campaigns  for  products  or 
services,  but  this  is  perhaps  the  first  time 
we’ll  be  creating  strategies  to  promote  an 
experience,  w'hich  is  w'hat  a Florida  vacation 
really  is,”  said  Wallace  Snyder,  president 
and  CEO  of  AAF  in  a 2003  press  release.

and  led  them  on  their  own  got  students 
talking  about  that.” 

“I  think  for  those  of  us  that  actually 
became  involved  and  who  changed  the  face 
of  this  campus,  our  legacy  will  be  a Loyola 
that  is  more  open-minded,  diverse  and 
tolerant  — a college  that  can  actually  call 
itself  an  institution  of  higher  learning,” 
Golom  said. 

Many  clubs  and  initiatives  flourished 
under  leadership  of  members  of  the  Class 
of  2004  for  more  than  just  the  senior  year. 

“That’s  one  of  the  tributes;  many  of  the 
seniors  became  leaders  in  their  sophomore 
years  and  then  kept  that  commitment 
through  their  senior  year,”  Donovan  said. 

“I  would  attribute  the  inclusive 
community  aspect  mostly  to  Spectmm,  The 
Greyhound  and  the  SGA.  Spectrum  has 
worked  hard  at  taking  this  campus  from  one 
point  to  another  far  away  and  they  have 
traveled  leaps  and  bonds  in  this,”  said 
Senior  Class  President  Ed  Ra.  “The  SGA  has 
at  the  same  time  done  its  best  to  foster 
inclusiveness  and  support  those  groups 
that  are  dedicated  to  doing  so.” 

“From  The  Vagina  Monologues  to  Sexual 
Diversity  Awareness  Week,  from  Stonewall 
House  to  Fair  Trade  Coffee  Initiatives,  the 
Class  of  2004  has  pushed  the  College  to 
adhere  to  its  true  Jesuit  mission  or  defend 
itself  That’s  simply  powerful,”  Golom  said. 

At  the  same  time,  the  class  has  maintained 
a high  level  of  performance  academically, 
balancing  multiple  commitments. 

“I’ve  been  amazed  by  the  high 
performance  in  both  extracurricular  activities 
and  academics  while  maintaining  rigorous 
loads  in  both,”  Donovan  said. 

That  success  in  varied  fields  has  helped 


only  somewhat  in  the  class’s  post- 
graduation search.  According  to  the  Career 
Development  and  Placement  Center,  the 
Class  of  2004  has  been  more  successful  in 
job  searches  than  past  classes  even  in  a 
difficult  job  market  that  bottomed  out  three 
years  ago.  Approximately  70  percent  of  the 
previous  senior  class  had  jobs  within  a year 
of  graduation,  w'ith  another  25  percent 
studying  at  the  graduate  level. 

“Overall  I think  there  is  some  improvement 
over  three  years  ago,”  said  Bmce  Smeltz, 
associate  director  of  the  Career  Center. 
“There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  recruiters  coming  to  college  campuses.” 

In  the  short  term,  the  class  is  focusing  on 
graduation,  held  this  Saturday  at  the  First 
Mariner  Arena.  New’  York  Times  columnist 
William  Safire  will  deliver  the  commencement 
address  and  receive  an  honorary  degree. 
Other  honorees  include  Howard  “Pete” 
Rawlings,  Baltimore  City’s  longstanding 
representative  to  the  Maryland  State  House 
of  Delegates  who  passed  away  last  fall. 
Rawlings’  family  will  accept  the  President’s 
Medal  on  his  behalf,  with  the  Carroll  Medal 
being  awarded  to  The  Honorable  John 
Carrol  Byrnes,  a retired  Baltimore  City  Circuit 
Court  Judge.  The  Carroll  medal  recognizes 
distinguished  alumni. 

Student  leaders  will  also  receive  special 
awards  that  will  be  announced  at 
graduation.  With  so  many  contributions  by 
many  members  of  the  class,  however,  Ra 
believes  the  class  as  a whole  rather  than 
individuals  has  left  its  mark. 

“Small  things  go  largely  unnoticed  and 
their  impact  isn’t  really  seen  until  much  later, 
but  1 think  this  class  has  been  instmmental 
in  a large  amount  of  progress  on  this 
campus,”  Ra  said.

Participation,  donations  for 
class  gift  campaign  high

Almost  50  percent  of  the  senior  class  has 
contributed  to  the  senior  class  gift,  pushing 
the  total  to  over  $27,000  as  of  last  Friday. 

The  gift,  which  will  be  presented  to  the 
college  at  graduation  by  Senior  Class 
President  Ed  Ra,  will  be  put  towards 
the  renovation  and  expansion  and 
of  the  Loyola/Notre  Dame  Library. 

This  effort  is  part  of  Loyola’s 
cunrent  $80  million  capital  campaign. 

The  gift  will  be  commemorated  with 
a plaque  in  the  new  library. 

“We  are  seeking  the  participation 
of  every  member  of  the  class,  so  we 
are  focusing  our  efforts  to  achieve 
that  goal  as  the  campaign 
continues,”  said  Ra. 

Fundraising  efforts  have  utilized 
direct  mail,  e-mail,  phone  calls  and 
personal  con-tact  between  senior 
volunteers  on  the  Class  Gift 
Committee.  Members  of  the  class 
of 2004  have  until  May  2005  to  pay 
their  pledge,  and  the  total  of  the  gift 
reflects  contri-butions  from  both  seniors 
and  their  families. 

“The  senior  gift  effort  is  just  very 
important  not  just  for  the  money,  but  much 
more  than  the  dollars.  It’s  the  involvement 
and  the  tradition  it  involves  for  the  class,” 
said  Michael  Goff,  vice  president  of 
Development  and  College  Relations.  “If  we 
didn’t  have  alumni  giving,  we’d  have  a major 
hole  in  our  budget.” 

The  senior  class  gift  has  been  a tradition 
since  1980,  and  students  who  give  often 
continue  to  do  so  as  alumni. 

“The  participation  is  comparable  [to 
previous  years],  but  the  amount  is  much 


more  generous,”  said  Goff.  Many  students 
have  pledged  $20.04  in  honor  of  their  class 
year,  while  others  have  made  contributions 
totaling  into  the  hundreds  of  dollars.  This 
has  enabled  the  class  to  surpass  its  goal  of 
$20,000. 

“The  enthusiastic  participation  of  the

commitment  and  school  spirit  its  members 
have  shown  throughout  their  years  at 
Loyola,”  said  College  President  Rev.  Harold

to  contributors”  to  the  library  project,  said 
GofF.  “It’s  extremely  important  because  it’s 
a vote  of  confidence.” 

The  decision  to  donate  the  money  toward 
the  library  project  was  made  after  deliber- 
ation by  the  Class  Gift  Committee  and  then 
a vote  of  the  entire  senior  class.  Past  gifts 
have  included  a Sept.  1 1 memorial  and  a 
garden  outside  of  Maryland  Hall.

Life  is  filled  with  individuals  of 
accomplishment,  but  rarely  does 
the  w'orld  see  an  accomplished 
individual  who  approaches  en- 
deavors with  passion,  selflessness 
and  strength. 

Susannah  Wetzel  is  one  of  those 
rare  individuals. 

Even  though  most  people 
encounter  Susannah  w'ith  a 
constant  smile  on  her  face,  she  is 
reminded  of  Aristotle  who  said. 
“‘Happiness’  is  more  than  just  a 
feeling,  more  than  just  a smile.” 

“When  1 think  of  that  overall 
state  of  being  happy,  1 think  of 
simple  things  — a sunny  day,  a 
picnic  with  good  food,  a great 
book  and  a best  friend,”  Wetzel 
said. 

This  outlook  on  life  has  given 
Susannah  the  necessary  tools  to 
focus  on  goals  with  optimism, 
which  has  guided  her  to  countless 
personal  achievements  and 
numerous  recognitions  from 
others. 

Susannah  is  a Political  Science/ 
Writing  Interdisciplinary  major, 
and  this  year’s  editor  in  chief  of 
The  Forum,  Loyola’s  literary 
essay  magazine.  She  is  a member 
of  the  Honor  Council,  Alpha  Sigma 
Nu  and  w'as  elected  to  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  this  spring.  She  has  also 
volun-teered  at  Mother  Seton 
Academy  in  Fells  Point  for  two 
years. 

In  addition  to  these  achieve- 
ments and  activities,  Susannah 
wrote  a senior  thesis  and  was 
mentored  by  Dr.  Diana  Schaub  of 
the  Political  Science  department. 

The  thesis,  titled  “Heir  to  the 
Hexus;  Lincoln  and  the  Grafting  of 
the  Ancient  Good  onto  the  Mod- 
em Liberal  State”  was  1 60  pages 
in  length  and  w'as  completed  over 
a four  month  period. 

“During  my  sophomore  year,  I 
took  two  classes  back-to-back: 
Statesmen  and  Tyrants  and 
Aristotelian  Political  Philosophy, 
both  taught  by  Dr.  Schaub,”  she 
said.  “I  encountered  Lincoln  in  the 
first,  and  w'as  intrigued  by 
Aristotle’s  concept  of  the  “hexis,” 
or  the  well-ordered  soul,  in  the 
second.” 

During  the  thesis  process, 
Susannah  discovered,  through 


writing  and  research,  that  Lincoln 
achieved  something  that  was 
crucial  to  the  development  of  the 
United  States. 

“Most  people  attribute  the 
abolition  of  slavery  and  the 
preservation  of  the  Union  to 
Lincoln,  but  few  seem  to  grasp  his 
most  amazing  achievement,  the 
radical  shift  in  the  moral 
consciousness  of  the  people,”  she 
said.  “In  Lincoln,  the  concept  of 
right  and  wrong  is  made  law.” 

The  process  was  a challenge 


that  often  times  excited 
frustrations,  which  she  always 
turned  into  a positive  aspect  of  her 
experience,  Susannah  said. 

“The  researching  was  the  fun 
part  — the  writing  was  a challenge. 
I wanted  to  say  something  new, 
something  exciting,  something 
phenomenal,”  she  said.  “Some- 
times 1 became  really  frustrated, 
when  I just  couldn’t  wrap  my  mind 
around  what  I wanted  to  say; 
hopefully,  I will  be  doing  this 
again.” 

Susannah’s  willpower  to  contin- 
ue, regardless  of  her  fmstration, 
was  also  guided  by  her  passion 
for  learning. 

“I  never  would  have  been  able 
to  finish  this  if  I didn’t  really  love 
the  subject,”  she  said. 

To  complete  the  process, 
Susannah  made  her  “defense”  of 
her  thesis  on  May  1 1,  where 
Schaub,  Michael  Franz  and 
Douglas  Harris  all  of  the  Political 


Science  department  will  question 
her  for  about  an  hour  and  then 
decide  whether  or  not  she  will 
receive  “Honors.” 

In  Susannah's  free  time,  or  when! 
studying  becomes  stressful,  she! 
turns  to  running,  where  she 
accomplished  the  Baltimore  half- 
marathon this  past  fall. 

“My  running  time  is  my  ‘put 
everything  in  perspective’  time,” 
she  said. 

In  addition  to  being  outstanding 
academically,  Susannah  excels  in 
her  personal  interests  as  well. 

At  age  1 1 , Susannah  was  cast 
in  the  hit  child  television  show 
“Barney  and  Friends,”  where  she 
played  Julie  for  two  and  a half 
years.  She  also  played  the  same 
character  and  performed  a live 
show  for  one  month  at  Radio  City 
Music  Hall  in  New  York  City. 

“I  lived  the  life  of  a child  actress 
for  a few  years  — tutoring  instead 
of  school,  catered  lunches, 
rehearses  and  touring,  the  works,” 
she  said.  “It  feels  like  a dream  now, 
and  at  the  time  it  was  a dream  come 
true.

Susannah  still  thinks  about 
pursuing  acting  and  singing, 
interests  that  are  parallel  to  her 
academic  life. 

“I  do  miss  performing.  I don’t 
think  it’s  over  yet,  though.  It’s  a 
whole  other  part  of  my  life,  but  I 
think  I could  go  back  to  it,”  she 
said.  “Who  knows,  maybe  one  day 
you’ll  see  me  as  Mimi  in  Rent!” 

Susannah  was  bom  in  Baltimore 
to  Rick  and  Mary  Anne  Wetzel, 
but  has  spent  her  life  moving,  from 
Maryland,  to  Texas,  to  New  Jersey 
and  to  North  Carolina. 

With  her  travels  as  a child,  the 
idea  of  spending  10  months  in 
Leuven,  Belgium  for  her  entire 
junior  year  of  college  was  a natural 
choice  for  Susannah  where  she 
said  she  learned  valuable  lessons 
about  life.

As 
one  of  the  college’s  most  dedi- 
cated social  justice  workers,  she 
has  watched  the  school  grow  and 
change  during  her  time  here. 

“As  apathetic  as  people  say  we 
are  now  and  as  intolerant,  I have 


seen  this  campus  become  so  much 
more  active  and  sensitive.  There 
is  an  energy  here  now  that  wasn’t 
here  four  years  ago,”  Miller  said. 

Miller’s  commitment  to  the 
greater  community  won’t  stop 
when  she  graduates.  After 
graduation,  she  will  travel  to  El 
Salvador  with  the  Encuentra  El 
Salvador  program,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  summer  she  will  be  entering 
the  Lutheran  Theological  Semin- 
ary in  Philadelphia  to  become  an 
ordained  minister  in  the  Lutheran 
Church,  a calling  she  has  felt  since 
she  was  6 years  old. 

“People  need  to  be  loved  and 
recognized  as  members  of  human- 
ity and  as  children  of  God,  and  God 
willing,  I will  be  a path  for  that 
peace,”  Miller  said. 

Miller  has  helped  to  organize 
dozens  of  events  since  her  fresh- 
man year,  serving  in  positions  from 
lecturer  to  organizer  at  events  such 
as  the  OXFAM  hunger  banquet.

She  has  attended  Spring  Break 
Outreach  in  Camden,  N.J., 
participated  in  the  Care-A-Van 
program  and  has  been  involved  in 
the  Home  & Hearth  After  School 
Program  in  Southwest  Baltimore. 

“Being  a w'oman  for  and  with 
others  is  not  something  you  do,  it 
is  who  you  are,”  she  said. 

Miller  is  perhaps  best  known  on 
campus  as  the  Co-Chair  of  the 
JUSTICE  Club,  which  was  foun- 
ded her  freshman  year  but  did  not 
take  off  until  she  and  a few  others 
“resurrected”  it  her  sophomore 
year.  She  has  since  watched  it 
grow,  and  this  year  it  earned  the 
Rev.  Timothy  Brown,  S.J.  Club  of 
the  Year  Award  at  the  Student 
Choice  Awards. 

“I  hope  that  it  continues  to  grow 
and  challenge  the  campus,  and  its 
members,  to  think  in  an  alternative 
way,”  she  said. 

In  her  junior  year.  Miller  traveled 
abroad  to  Newcastle,  England, 
where  she  continued  to  work  on 
social  justice  issues.  She  was  a 
delegate  to  Student  Volunteering 
Conference  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  received  the  UK  Millennium 
Volunteer  Award  of  Excellence. 

In  addition  to  working  on  social 
justice  issues.  Miller  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Green  and  Grey 
Society,  Alpha  Sigma  Nu  and  the 
Sociology  Club,  and  was  honored 
in  Who’s  mio  Among  American 
College  Students.

Everyone  knows  that  college  is 
supposed  to  be  a time  for  new  ex- 
periences. For  senior  Laura  Roth- 
rock, new  experiences  over  the 
past  four  years  have  included 
partying  with  former  president  Bill 
Clinton,  sky  diving,  bungee  jum- 
ping and  once,  quite  literally 
running  into  Secretary  of  Defense 
Donald  Rumsfeld. 

In  January,  Rothrock  began 
trying  out  something  else:  foun- 
ding and  developing  House  to 
HOME,  a housing  program  in 
Baltimore.  What  began  as  an  in- 
ternship quickly  turned  into  some- 
thing more.  As  the  Housing  Pro- 
gram Development  Specialist  for 
Mayor  Martin  O’Malley,  Rothrock 
works  to  turn  low-income  families 
into  responsible  homeowners. 

Rothrock  is  starting  the  program 
with  20  row'  houses  and  20  families 
in  East  and  West  Baltimore.  The 
families  move  into  the  rehabilitated 
houses  and  receive  training  on 
things  like  managing  a budget  and 
keeping  up  with  home  repairs. 

The  program  is  new,  so 
Rotlirock  hasn’t  yet  seen  anyone 
make  it  all  the  way  through,  but 
her  goal  is  to  arm  low'-income 
people  with  the  tools  they  need  to 
one  day  own  their  own  home.  After 
graduating  fi'om  Loyola  this  w'eek, 
Laura  w'ill  be  staying  wfith  the 
program,  to  see  if  these  dreams  are 
realized.  For  Rothrock,  the  biggest 
blessing,  and  curse,  of  the  job  is 
the  responsibility  she  is  given. 

“Because  it  is  a start-up  project 
and  I am  working  independently,  I 
have  the  freedom  to  make  my  ow'n 
executive  decisions,  which  is 
usually  rare  starting  out  in  an 
internship  setting,”  she  said. 

The  w'ork  that  Rothrock,  and 
others,  have  done  to  impact  the 
community  w'as  honored  at  a 
special  banquet  held  Thursday, 
May  6,  in  celebration  of  the  40th 


anniversary'  of  Community  Action 
in  Baltimore. 

Prior  to  working  for  the  Mayor’s 
office,  Rothrock,  a political  science 
major,  spent  the  first  semester  of 
her  senior  year  on  Capitol  Hill 
through  an  internship  in  Senator 
Joe  Lieberman’s  office.  Life  on  the 
Hill  was  exciting  to  Rothrock,  and 
she  said  the  novelty  of  seeing 
famous  faces  never  w'ore  off. 

One  day  at  w'ork,  Rothrock  was 
given  an  invitation  to  Clinton’s 
birthday  party.  She  spent  the  night 
at  a very'  upscale  club,  seeing  per- 
fonnances  by  Beyonce  and  Out- 
kast  and  partying  with  people  she 
sees  on  television  and  reads  about 
in  the  papers  every  day 

But  to  Rothrock,  these  perks 
paled  in  comparison  to  witnessing 
the  inner  workings  of  the 
government. 

“I  enjoyed  attending  Senate 
Committee  hearings  the  best,”  she 
said.  “Specifically,  Senator  Lieber- 
man  is  a member  of  the  Committee 
on  Armed  Ser\'ices,  and  many  of 
these  hearings  I attended  concern- 
ing the  War  in  Iraq  were  closed  to 
the  public.” 

Those  who  do  not  recognize 


Rothrock  for  her  accomplishments 
in  public  housing  or  politics  might 
be  familiar  with  her  for  two  different 
reasons.  The  child  actress  ap- 
peared in  two  movies,  Other  Peo- 
ple 's  Money  and  The  Ice  Storm,  as 
well  as  commercials.  More  recently, 
Rothrock  has  appeared  on  the 
McManus  Theater  stage  as  a Belle. 
For  the  past  Uvo  years,  she’s  sung 
with  Loyola’s  female  a cappella 
group,  an  experience  that  she  says 
has  helped  her  to  make  some 
amazing  friends. 

Rothrock  also  made  close 
friendships  during  her  time  abroad 
in  New'  Zealand  during  her  junior 
year.  It  w'as  here  that  she  got  to  try 
“every  extreme  sport  you  could 
think  of" 

Besides  allowing  her  the 
opportunity  to  try  a lot  of  new 
things,  the  trip  also  taught 
Rothrock  things  that  she  now 
applies  at  the  Mayor’s  Office. 

“I  W'as  inspired  by  the  country’s 
encompassing  and  successful 
welfare  and  social  programs,”  she 
said. 

Although  Rothrock  is  not  sure 
w'here  she  sees  herself  in  1 0 years 
(she’s  never  been  the  type  of 
person  to  stay  in  any  one  place 
for  too  long),  she  feels  that  the 
past  four  years  have  prepared  her 
to  take  on  w'hatever  comes. 

“When  I look  back  at  the  person 
I was  entering  Loyola  four  years 
ago,  I can’t  even  believe  how  much 
I’ve  changed  from  that  person,” 
she  said. 

“Part  of  that  has  to  do  with  my 
experiences  in  school,  w'hether  it 
was  in  a classroom  setting  or 
service  learning;  part  of  it  has  to 
do  w'ith  my  life  experiences  outside 
of  school,  but  most  has  to  do  with 
the  people  I’ve  met  w'hile  in 
school.”

Lindemann  holed  up  in  the 
chemistry  labs  w'hite  as  a ghost  for 
not  venturing  outside,  but  you’d 
be  incorrect.  Although  he  chose 
to  major  in  chemistry  because  it 
was  challenging,  Lindemann  has 
gotten  involved  in  so  many 
different  aspects  at  Loyola  that  it 
is  amazing  that  he  has  been  able 
to  maintain  both  his  schoolwork 
and  his  extracurriculars. 

Lindemann  has  been  an  OAE 
trip  leader  for  the  past  three  years. 
He  says  that  he  got  into  outdoor 
experiences  during  a canoeing  trip 
through  the  Adirondacks  during 
the  summer  before  freshman  year. 
Lindemann  joined  OAE. 

During  his  time  as  a Spiritual 
Development  intern  with  Campus 
Ministry,  Lindemann  w'as  able  to 
bring  his  OAE  experience  into  his 
resident  outreach  programs, 
starting  a program  that  looked  at 
sports  and  spirituality.

Lindemann  picked  China  to 
study  abroad  because  it  w'as  a 
summer  program,  but  also  because 
he  wanted  to  see  a new'  culture. 

“It  was  a w hole  different  world, 
and  a great  oppoitunity.  It  gave 
me  a w'hole  new  perspective.  I got 
to  see  a segment  of  the  popula- 
tion. I got  to  understand  a com- 
pletely different  culture  and  it 
opened  my  eyes  to  a lot  of  things.” 

Lindemann  will  be  spending  the 
next  five  months  sailing  around  the 
coast  of  Maine. 

“We  go  out  for  four  days  at  a 
time.  It’s  a 98  foot  schooner  built 
in  1 93 1 . We  have  no  engine,  we’re 
at  the  w'him  of  the  wind.  No 
destination,  we  just  sail.  Whatever 
island  we  end  up  at  that  day  is 
where  w'e  are.” 

Lindemann  met  the  captain  of 
the  boat  while  working  at  Long 
Acre  adventure  camp,  which  took 
middle  school  and  high  school 
students  out  on  trips  during  the 


summer.  After  his  sailing  adventure 
ends,  Lindemann  hopes  to  com- 
bine chemistry'  w'ith  climbing  or  the 
outdoors. 

As  for  Loyola,  Lindemann  says 


he’ll  miss  the  people  the  most. 

“I’ve  met  far  and  aw'ay  the  best 
friends  I’ve  ever  had  or  could  ever 
hope  to  have.  I’ve  been  blessed 
to  be  in  the  community  Tve  got 
myself  involved  w'ith.”  For  those 
he’s  leaving  behind,  Lindemann 
says,  "Be  proud  of  what  you  do 
and  enjoy  it  and  make  it  your 
ow'n,”  something  he’s  certainly 
done  in  his  time  here.

In  the  last  four  years  at  Loyola  College, 
most  students  have  probably  seen  Tom 
Croskey  somewhere  around  eampus, 
perhaps  without  knowing  it.

While  deeply  appreciative  of  the  exper- 
iences that  his  service  has  brought  him, 
when  asked  for  his  favorite  Loyola  moment, 
Croskey  answered,  “Winning  the  flag 
football  championship  with  my  friends.”

in  the  game  of  soccer,  where  one 
goal  can  mean  the  difference 
between  a win  and  a loss  and 
notoriety  is  tough  to  come  by  for 
a midfielder,  Katie  Elliott  stood 
head  and  shoulders  above  the  rest. 
Throughout  her  four  years  at 
Loyola  she  has  provided 
consistent  play  and  vital 
leadership  for  Loyola’s  women’s 
soccer  team. 

In  starting  every  game  since 
donning  a Loyola  uniform  after 
coming  to  Evergreen  four  seasons 
ago,  Elliott  has  piled  up  gaudy 
statistics  and  accolades.  She  ends 
her  career  with  1 6 goals,  1 7 assists, 
and  49  points. 

Elliott  also  earned  All-MAAC

In  his  four  years  as  a Loyola 
soccer  player,  Steve  Coleman  has 
gone  from  a freshman  fighting  for 
playing  time  to  a senior  captain 
leading  a young  and  inexperienced 
team  to  a first  place  Metro  Atlantic 
Athletic  League  regular  season 
finish. 

During  Coleman’s  four  years  the 
team  has  experienced  tremendous 
success  and  has  established 
Loyola  soccer  on  the  national 
map. 

Coming  out  of  high  school  in 
Long  Island,  NY.,  Coleman  was 
recruited  by  several  major  soccer 
programs  including  St.  John’s, 
Uconn,  and  Old  Dominion.  Loyola 
was  the  last  school  he  visited,  and 
after  meeting  the  players  and 
coaches  and  touring  the  campus 
he  knew  Loyola  was  the  place  for 
him. 

“The  biggest  thing  was  the 
guys,”  [on  the  team]  Coleman  said. 
“I  felt  I could  really  relate  to  them.” 

Coleman  competed  for  playing 
time  during  his  freshman  season 
and  earned  a starting  position 
towards  the  end  of  the  season, 
which  he  would  hold  onto  for  the 
rest  of  his  Loyola  career.  He  helped 
guide  Loyola  to  a regular  season 
MAAC  title,  but  his  team  fell  to 
Marist  in  the  MAAC  tournament 
that  year. 

“At  that  point  w'e  had  a young 
team,”  Coleman  said.  “Our  senior 
class  was  made  up  of  three  players 
and  the  loss  made  our  guys  that 
much  more  hungry.” 

His  sophomore  season, 
Coleman  contributed  to  Loyola’s 
most  successful  season  in 
program  history.  The  team  had  a 
NCAA-season-high  19  game 
unbeaten  streak  and  advanced  to 
the  Round  of  1 6 for  the  first  time  in 
school  history.  In  the  Round  of  32 
that  season  Loyola  upset 
Maryland,  for  the  second  time 
overall  that  year,  and  provided  the 
biggest  win  in  program  history. 

“That  w'as  amazing,”  Coleman 
said.  “That’s  my  most  memorable 
soccer  moment  to  date,  Maryland 
being  such  a powerhouse  and  us 
being  complete  underdogs  it  was 
such  an  amazing  thing  for  us  to 
come  out  on  top  to  win  that  game.” 

The  victory  put  Loyola  in  the 
Sweet  16  against  St.  Louis 
University  where  they  fell  3-1, 
ending  the  best  season  in  Loyola 
soccer. 

“My  sophomore  year  was  great 
because  we  had  such  a great  team, 
and  I realized  that  Loyola  soccer 
could  make  an  impact  on  the 


national  scene.” 

After  two  successful  seasons 
conti'ibuting  to  the  team’s  success 
in  a supporting  role,  Coleman  had 
to  take  a new  role  in  providing

more  leadership  on  and  off  the  field.

“You  always  have  to  be  a role 
model  on  and  off  the  field  for  these 
guys,”  Coleman  said.  “As  a 
freshman  I always  looked  up  to 
them  and  now  being  an  older 
player  and  a leader  1 have  to  remind 
myself  that  they  are  looking  up  to 
me.  I enjoyed  the  challenge  and  I 
liked  being  a leader  with  these 
guys.” 

Coleman  will  graduate  on 
Saturday  with  a communication 
degree  with  a specialization  in 
advertising  and  hopes  to  land  a 
job  in  Baltimore  for  a few  years 
before  moving  back  to  New  York. 
He  will  miss  playing  soccer  for 
Loyola  and  many  of  the  people  he 
has  met,  but  above  all  else  he  will 
miss  his  teammates  and  the 
experiences  he  has  generated  with 
them  in  his  four  years  at  Loyoa. 

“I'm  obviously  going  to  miss 
playing  with  these  guys,  but  above 
all  other  things  just  being  around 
these  guys  and  the  camaraderie  of 
being  with  them  and  competing 
with  these  guys  for  your  school," 
Coleman  said.

Seniors  Kate  Lally,  Suzanne 
Veilleax,  Steph  Chizik  and  Kath 
Galway  gave  themselves  an  early 
graduation  present  by  helping  the 
women’s  crew  team  win  its  first 
ever  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic 
Conference  championship.  These 
four  seniors  have  been  rowing  for 
Loyola  since  the  beginning  of 
Ifeshmea  year  and  seeing  their  hard 
work  pay  off  at  MAACs  was  such 
a rewarding  feeling  for  all  four. 

“For  me  it  made  my  entire  college 
rowing  career  the  fact  that  we 
finally  won  MAACs,  because  it’s 
been  something  that  we  have  been 
fighting  to  do  since  our  freshman 
year,”  Veileux  said.  “The  fact  that 
we  were  able  to  do  that  and  it  w'as 
such  a close  competition  and  every 
race  mattered.  To  be  able  to  hold 
that  trophy  in  your  hand,  there’s 
nothing  that  can  match  that 
feeling.” 

“It  was  really  nice  to  validate  all 
the  hard  work  we’ve  been  putting 
in  for  four  years  now,”  Lally  said. 
“It  feels  like  we’ve  been  really 
working  towards  something  and  it 
finally  paid  off.” 

For  the  past  four  years  these 
seniors  have  gotten  out  of  bed  and 
had  practice  for  two  hours  before 
almost  all  other  Loyola  students 
wake  up. 

“It’s  hard,  but  for  me  it  definitely 


keeps  me  focused  because  1 know 
I have  a limited  time  to  do  things 
and  I have  to  get  them  done,”  Lally 
said. 

Even  though  the  sport  has 
required  sacrifices  to  be  made,  all 
the  seniors  agreed  that  it  has  been 
worth  it,  and  for  a few  of  the  team 
members  it  has  actually  what  has 
kept  them  at  Loyola. 

“Personally,  for  me  specifically, 
it  has  just  been  a great  experience 
with  the  team,”  Lally  said.

“Kath  and  I were 
going  to  transfer  freshman  year  but 
decided  because  of  crew  to  stick 
with  Loyola.  I think  the  sport  has 
been  kind  of  bittersweet  up  until 
this  year  just  because  of  the 
problems  with  going  abroad  and 
we  lose  so  many  rowers  and  the 
sport  is  so  focused  on  technique 
that  you  cant  just  pick  it  up  you 
have  to  work  your  way  through  it. 


We  worked  really  hard  and  then 
this  year  we  are  proving 
ourselves.” 

“Rowing  is  definitely  what  kept 
me  at  Loyola,”  Galway  said.  “The 
program  has  been  built  up  so  much 
since  w'e  started  and  it  was  great 
to  be  a part  of  that,  and  seeing  it 
improve  and  finally  succeeding. 
We’ve  become  like  a family  and  the 
feeling  of  that  boat  lifting  up  off 
the  water  is  amazing  and  we  live 


for  everyday.” 

Although  the  seniors  have 
enjoyed  other  aspects  of  Loyola, 
rowing  has  been  the  one  that  has 
given  them  the  most  satisfaction 
and  gratification. 

“I  think  crew  has  become  our 
identity  in  the  sense  that 
sometimes  we  forget  that  we  are

Loyola,”  Chizik  said. 

Each  senior  will  be  graduating 
on  Saturday  with  a degree  in  a 
different  field  and  will  be  moving 
on  to  start  their  careers  or  continue 
their  education.  The  unifying 
response  was  that  each  person 
wanted  to  stay  involved  in  rowing 
in  some  way  because  it  has  been 
such  a big  part  and  made  such  a 
dramatic  impact  on  their  lives  the 
past  four  years.

Women’s  lacrosse  seniors  head 
into  tournament  seeded  fourth

Senior  Jen  Schuerholz  scored 
two  goals  and  seniors  Rachel 
Shuck  and  Jaclyn  Borrone  each 
added  a goal  helping  Loyola  clinch 
home  field  advantage  for  the  first 
two  rounds  of  the  NCAA 
Tournament  with  a 14-11  win  on 
Sunday  at  Diane  Geppi-Aikens 
Field.  The  Hounds  also  got  big 


contributions  from  juniors  Sydney 
Greene  and  Talia  Shaddock  who 
each  scored  four  golas  against 
Syracuse.  Senior  goaltender  Kim 
Lawton  made  four  saves  in  the 
first  half  and  limited  Syracuse  to 
four  first-half  goals. 

With  the  victory  the  Hounds 
earned  the  fourth  seed  in  the 
NCAA  tournament,  which  means 
that  the  first  two  rounds  will  be 
played  on  Diane  Geppi-Aikens 


Field.  Loyola  will  host  Vanderbilt 
in  the  first  round  of  the  tournament 
on  Thursday  afternoon  The 
winner  of  this  game  will  face  the 
winner  of  the  Johns  Hopkins- 
James  Madison  game  on  Sunday 
afternoon.  If  the  Hounds  prevail 
in  these  tw'o  games  they  will  make 
a return  trip  to  the  Final  Four, 
which  is  being  held  in  Princeton, 
NJ.  The  Hounds  would  likely  meet 
Princeton  again  in  the  semifinals.

going  to  be  seeing  these  people 
every  single  day,  you  might  as  well 
like  them.  And  the  environment 
here,  I Just  liked  the  whole  thing.” 

When  she  looks  back  on  her 
soccer  career  at  Loyola,  Elliott 
most  easily  calls  to  mind  scoring 
the  game-winning  goal  against 
Marist  in  the  2001  MAAC 
Tournament. 

“We  were  playing  at  Disney, 
and  I scored  the  game-winner,” 
Elliott  said  of  the  goal.  “And  that 
caused  us  to  go  to  the  NCAA 
Tournament  for  the  very  first 
time.” 

While  Elliott  saw  herself  as  more 
of  laid  back  player  who  led  by 
example,  being  voted  captain  of 
this  year’s  team,  especially  with  the 
large  number  of  freshmen  who  saw 
action  on  the  field,  challenged 
Elliott  to  very  quickly  become  a 
more  vocal  leader  on  the  field. 

“It  was  hard  to  transition  from 
being  quiet  to  having  to  be  vocal 
to  instruct  these  new  players,” 
Elliott  said,  “but  they  came  along.” 

Elliott  cited  the  camaraderie  of 
the  team  as  what  she  will  miss  most 
as  her  soccer  career  at  Loyola 
draws  to  a close. 

“I  don’t  miss  practice,”  Elliott 
said,  laughing,  “but  I miss  being 
around,  just  hanging  out  in  the 
locker  room  and  laughing.  When 
you’re  with  people  every  day  they 


became  your  family,  and  after  the 
season  ends  you  really  miss 
them.” 

Elliott  regards  herself  as  a 
competitive  player  whose  desire  to 
win  has  never  waivered.  Over  her 
four  years  at  Loyola,  she  has 
catered  her  play  on  the  field  and 
leadership  off  the  field,  making 
sacrifices  to  provide  her  team  with 
the  greatest  opportunity  to  win. 

Her  efforts  have  paid  off  as 
Loyola’s  women’s  soccer  team  has 
gone  from  missing  the  NCAA 
tournament  altogether  her 
freshman  year,  to  losing  in  the  play- 
in  game  her  sophomore  year,  to 
dropping  a close  game  against 
West  Virginia  in  the  opening  round 
of  this  year’s  tournament.  The 
Hounds  lost  to  West  Virginia  her 
junior  year  as  well  in  a game  that 
was  not  as  close  as  this  year’s 
tournament  game. 

When  she  considers  the  time 
she  spent  playing  soccer  at 
Loyola,  just  being  a part  of  raising 
the  level  Loyola’s  soccer  team 
plays  at  makes  Elliott  most  proud. 

“I’m  so  proud  to  leave  the 
program  like  this  because  we’re 
getting  better  every  year,  instead 
of  staying  the  same  or  getting 
worse,”  Elliott  said.  “It’s 
everyone’s  goal  to  leave  the  team 
at  a higher  level  than  they  were 
when  they  got  there,  so  I’m  very 
proud.”
